‘"The  voting  age  for 
participation  in  all  remaining 
elections-both  state  and 
local— should  continue  to  be  a 
question  for  each  state  to 
determine  ” he  said.

As  long  as  they  ax:*  charged  with 
enforcing  standards  at  dances,  the 
Central  Dance  Committee  will 
make  sure  the  standards  are 
enforced,  according  to  a Social 
Office  spokesman. 

Lee  Barney  feels  he  is  in  the 
position  of  having  to  do 
something  unpleasant  in  telling 
students  they  will  not  be  allowed 
into  a dance,  but  that  it  is  his 
responsibility. 

Reed  Halladay,  social 
vice-president,  said  theljreak  with 
the  Gents,  a rock  band  that 
played  at  BYU  two  weeks  ago, 
was  a sign  that  the  office  would 
stand  by  the  contracts  they  make 
with  bands. 

The  contracts  have  been  used 
this  year  for  the  first  time  to 
make  it  clear  to  bands  exactly 
what  BYU  standards  are  and  to 
give  the  Social  Office  power  to 
enforce  those  standards,  according 
to  Halladay. 


BYU  Enroilment  Closed  Off 
At  25,000  Says  Pres.  Smith 


Enrollment  at  BYU  will  not 
exceed  25,000  according  to  a 
letter  from  LDS  President  Joseph 
Fielding  Smith  and  his  counselors 
which  has  been  sent  to  all  Stake 
Presidents,  bishops  and  branch 
presidents. 

“With  the  rapid  growth  of  the 
Church  throughout  the  world  we 
cannot  expect  to  provide  secular 
education  for  all  our  youth,  but 
we  will  do  all  feasible  for  spiritual 
training,”  the  letter  said. 

The  letter  also  urged  young 
people  who  will  graduate  from 
high  school  in  the  near  future  to 
attend  colleges  in  their  own  area. 

“To  meet  the  need  for  religious 
instruction  for  our  youth  we  have 
established  institutes  of  religion 
convenient  to  more  than  200 
junior  colleges  and  four  colleges 


and  universities,”  the  letter  stated. 

The  First  Presidency  also  stated 
that  while  there  yet  is  some  room 
in  Ricks  College,  “enrollment 
cannot  continue  without 
limitation.” 

J.  Elliot  Cameron,  dean  of 
students,  remarked  that  the  move 
on  the  part  of  the  Church 
President  may  result  in  more 
stringent  admission  requirements. 

Concerning  the  idea  of  young 
people  attending  schools  near 
their  homes,  the  letter  cites  such 
advantages  as  decreased  cost  and 
parental  guidance. 

The  letter  continued,  “We  are 
confident  that  both  children  and 
parents  will  derive  blessings  from 
such  family  association  during  this 
crucial  period  in  the  lives  of  our 
youth.” 


The  contract  specifies  that 
performers: 

1)  must  obey  the  Word  of 
Wisdom  while  on  campus  or 
directly  before  performances, 

2)  respect  BYU’s  moral  and 
ethical  standards  and  present  only 
high-quality  entertainment, 

3)  observe  any  requests  of 
agents  representing  the  Social 
Office, 

4)  not  publicize  off-campus 
events  in  any  way, 

and  5)  “observe  BYU  dress 
standards,  including  the 
following:  The  performers  shall 
not  wear  levis,  tennis  shoes, 
t-shirts,  grubbies,  mini-skirts, 
extremely  tight-fitting  clothes  or 
beards.  They  shall  be  neat  in 
appearance.  Their  hair  must  be 
combed  and  tapered  behind  the 
ears  and  any  mustache  neatly 
trimmed.” 

All  Performers  Conform 

Halladay  said  that  although 
some  popular  groups  could  not  be 
expected  to  conform  to  the  last 
standard,  all  performers,  including 
the  Fifth  Dimension,  the 
Ventures,  the  Cowsills  and  John 
Davidson  have  been  expected  to 
and  have  conformed  to  the  others. 

With  local' bands  the  office  feels 
they  can  control  their  dress. 

The  office  said  the  trouble  with 


the  Gents  was  the  only  problem 
they  had  had  this  year.  They  had 
thought  the  band  had  known 
what  .the  requirements  were.  The 
group  had  been  paid  for  their 
performance,  but  the  Social 
Office  cancelled  another 
engagement  with  them  later  in  the 
year. 

Park  Worthington,  who  books 
bands  for  the  office,  is  confident 
that  losing  the  business  of  one 
band  will  not  deprive  BYU  of 
quality  entertainment.  “We’ve  got 
17  rock  bands  in  our 
registration,”  said  Central  Dance 
Committee  chairman  Lee  Barney. 

The  incident  has  changed  some 
dance  policies,  however.  For 
example,  from  now  on 
Worthington  will  read  the 
contract  to  each  band  before  and 
after  they  sign  the  contract. 

If  the  office  is  not  sure  they  will 
have  a check  to  pay  the  band 
directly  after  the  dance,  they  will 
call  them  before  and  tell  them. 

The  office  also  plans  to  delete 
the  contract  provision  calling  for 
direct  payment. 

Barney  also  reports  that  the 
Social  Office  plans  more 
conventional  dances  in  the-future. 
He  said  there  are  five  conventional 
dances  scheduled  for  March.

Brotherhood  Takes  New  Meaning

It  has  become  painfully  obvious 
these  past  few  months  that  the 
demonstrations  against  BYU  by 
the  more  militant  elements  of  the 
black  community  are  not  going  to 
go  away  by  our  simply  closing  our 
eyes  and  wishing.  The  black 
strategy,  of  course,  has  been  to 
reach  the  LDS 
Church  through  the 
BYU  athletic 


program. 

What  the, 
dissidents  do  not 
r e alize  is  that 
change  in  Mormon 
doctrine  does  not 
come  from  the 
bottom  up  but  from 
the  top  down.  To 
deny  this  is  lO  deny  a basic 
premise  of  our  faith. 

What  perhaps  has  been  the  most 
disconcerting  aspect  of  this  whole 
debacle  is  hearing  quotes  from 
black  militants  about  Mormon 
doctrine  regarding  the  Negro  that 
do  not  even  resemble  the  truth.  It 
is,  for  example,  not  now  true  nor 
has  it  ever  been  true  that 
Mormonism  condemns  the  Negro 
to  Hell.  In  fact,  quite  the  opposite 
is  true.  We  declare  to  all  men  that 
they  (as  well  as  we)  will  be  judged 
according  to  their  works  and  be 
rewarded  accordingly.  The  second 
article  of  Faith  states:  “We  believe 
that  man  will  be  punished  for  his 
own  sins ...”  Again,  the  Negro 


can  advance  just  as  high  as  his 
works  merit. 

A corrolary  to  this  is  the  fact 
that  some  Latter-day  Saints  and 
unfortunately  a few  students  on 
this  campus  feel  that  the  Negro  is 
naturally  inferior  to  the  white 
man.  This  is  not  Church  doctrine. 
This  is  bigotry  in  its  worst  form 
and  we  must  try  to  wipe  it  out 
wherever  we  find  it. 

It  seems  that  even  though  man 
has  solved  the  secret  of  the  atom 
many  of  us  find  difficulty  in  living 
the  Sermon  on  the  Mount. 

A quote  from  the  late  President 
David  0.  McKay  might  lend 
credence  to  this  thought:  “George 
Washington  Carver  was  one  of  the 
noblest  souls  that  ever  came  to 
earth.  He  held  a close  kinship  with 
his  Heavenly  Father  and  rendered 
a service  to  his  fellowmen  such  as 
few  have  ever  excelled.  For  every 
righteous  endeavor,  for  every 
noble  impulse,  for  every  good 
deed  performed  in  his  useful  life, 
George  Washington  Carver  will  be 
rewarded  and  so  will  every  other 
man  be  he  red,  white,  black  or 
yellow  for  God  is  no  respector  of 
persons. 

History  is  a direct  reflection  of 
the  concept  that  it  is  easier  to 
hate  than  to  love.  But  never, 
perhaps  has  it  been  so  apparent 
than  in  our  present  age.  All 
around  us  we  find  chaos  and 
confrontation,  riot  and  rebellion. 

Surely  we  at  BYU,  who  have 
such  high  standards  and  who 
proudly  proclaim  that  we  are  “in 
the  world  but  not  of  it”  should 
set  the  standard  in  this  area  too. 


Even  though  we  have  been  cursed 
and  reviled,  if  we  are  what  we  say 
we  are  we  must  learn  to  ‘ turn  the 
other  cheek  ” But  even  more  than 
this,  we  must  learn  to  respect  our 
Negro  brethren  for  what  they  are 
and,  more  importantly,  what  they 
may  become. 

If  indeed,  we  all  come  from  a 
common  Father,  as  Mormonism 
proclaims,  for  some  of  us  to 
harbor  hatred  and  animosity 
toward  the  Negro  is  incompatible 
with  the  basic  tenets  of  our  faith. 

A recent  letter  from  the  First 
Presidency  confirms  these 
thoughts:  The  Lord  made  it  clear 
that  one  man  should  not  be  in 
bondage  to  another.  It  follows, 
therefore,  that  we  believe  the 
Negro,  as  well  as  those  of  other 
races,  should  have  his  full 
Constitutional  privileges  as  a 
member  of  society,  and  we  hope 
that  the  members  of  the  Church 
everywhere  will  do  their  part  as 
citizens  to  see  that  these  rights  are 
held  inviolate.  Each  citizen  must 
have  equal  opportunities  and 
protection  under  the  law  with 
regards  to  civil  rights.  ” 

Our  responsibility  then,  as 
students  at  BYU,  seems  clear.  If 
we  expect  the  world  to 
understand  our  position  and 
support  our  rights  we  must  be 
willing  to  go  at  least  as  far  with 
the  Negro.  Lip  service  is  not 
enough.  It  must  come  from  the 
heart.  We  must  sincerely  accept 
and  believe  the  fact  that  black  or 
white,  educated  or  ignorant,  filthy 
or  clean;  all  have  been  fathered  by 
God  and  as  such  are  our  brethien.

Mr.  Arnoldsen  explained  that 
students  learn  to  shut  off  their 
real  interests,  and  only  ask 
questions  which  they  know  the 
teacher  will  answer.  “They  learn 
not  to  introduce  meaningful, 
judgmental  questions,  because  it 
will  get  them  in  trouble,”  he  said. 

Arnoldsen  compared  the 
situation  of  the  student  to  that  of 
the  American  Negro.  He  explained 
that  the  Negro  as  a slave  was 
regarded  .^as  an  animal,  without 
thoughts  or  feelings. 

He  learned  to  behave  in  a way 
that  would  insure  survival— to 
appear  stupid  and  good-natured

when  the  owner  was  around.  This 
was  in  reality  a form  of  sabotage 
on  the  part  of  the  slave,  who 
would  break  and  ruin  things,  and 
not  be  punished  because  he  was 
jiist  “a  dumb  Negro.” 

The  slave  himself  would  feel  a 
sense  of  worth  because  he  was 
fooling  his  master.  This  had  an 
adversfe  effect  on  the  slaves’ 
children,  however.  They  grew  up, 
thinking  that  this  was  the  way  a 
Negro  was— not  that  it  was  only 
an  act. 

Double  Personality 
He  said  students  who  have  been 
shut  off  by  their  teachers,  also 
develop  this  double  personality  in 
relation  to  their  schoolwork.  They 
appear  dull  and  dis-interested  in 


the  classroom,  but  outside  they 
are  creative  and  curious. 

Relating  this  to  the  college 
classroom  he  said  that  students 
find  no  time  to  learn  what  they 
want  to. 

‘ ‘1  found  in  my  own  classes, 
that  the  students  felt  they  were 
too  busy  filling  assignments  to 
learn.  I felt  I was  intruding  when  I 
brought  in  supplementary 
materials.’' 

He  explained  that  the  student 
learns  to  believe  this  is  the  way 
college  is,  and  he  gives  up  trying 
to  probe  into  what  really  concerns 
him. 

Professors  are  also  guilty  of 
turning  off  students  by  being  too 
opinionated,  he  emphasized.  He 
mentioned  a professor  he  had 
while  doing  graduate  work.  The 
professor  had  considered  him  a 
threat,  because  Arnoldsen  had 
asked  questions  which  presented  a 
different  point  of  view 

“I  felt  he  would  have  been 
much  happier  if  we’d  all  have 
parroted  back  his  own  opinions,” 
he  said  regarding  this  experience. 

He  related  that  many  students 
adopt  a personality  that  will  not 
conflict  with  this  type  of  teacher, 
molding  their  interests  to  the 
professor,  rather  than  to  what 
they  want. 

Students  are  willing  to  change 
their  personality,  Mr.  Arnoldsen 
explained,  because  “the  college 
holds  the  power  to  grant  the 
paper  which  will  determine 
whether  he  gets  a job  or  not.” 
College  becomes  a game  for  the 
student,  who  has  learned  to  get  by 
with  what  he  can  in  order  to 
obtain  a degree.  ,

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - The 
Western  Athletic  Conference’s 
first  indoor  track  meet  this 
weekend  will  have  a definite 
foreign  flavor.  Many  of  the 
favorites  are  imports. 

Australia’s  Kerry  Pearce  will  be 
a top  contender  for  Texas-El  Paso 
in  the  mile  and  two-mile  events. 

UTEP  also  has  Jamaican  Mike 
Fray  as  an  outside  possibility  in 
the  60-yard  dash. 

Tomas  Ericson  of  Sweden  gives 
New  Mexico  a co-favorite  in  the 
880  and  he  may  also  enter  the 
600-yard  event. 

BYU  has  a host  of  strong 
trackmen  from  Europe  and  most 
of  them  will  be  favored  in  their 
specialties.  One  — Pertti  Pousi  of 
Finland  - already  has  won  six 
WAC  championships  and  two 
NCAA  gold  medals  in  the  long 
and  triple  jumps.  He’s  a strong 
favorite. 

The  Cougars  also  offer  Lasse 


Viren  of  Finland  in  the  two  mile 
and  Swedish  high  jumpers  Chris 
Celion  and  Ken  Lundmark,  both 
of  whom  already  have  cleared 
seven  feet  this  year. 

Altti  Alarotu  of  Finland  gives 
BYU  a good  chance  in  the  pole 
vault.  He  vaulted  17’-3”  in  1968, 
best  in  the  WAC,  but  sat  out  last 
year  with  an  injury 

BYU  and  UTEP  look  like  strong 
co-favorites.  New  Mexico  could 
pull  it  out  but  lacks  depth. 
Arizona  State  has  some  top 
individual  stars  but  also  is  hurting 
for  depth. 

There  will  be  14  champions 
crowned,  four  Friday  night  and 
the  rest  Saturday.  Events  will  be 
run  over  a 176-yard  track,  10  laps 
to  a mile,  laid  down  in  the  Salt 
Palace  arena. 

Since  this,  is  the  first  formal 
indoor  championship  conducted 
by  the  WAC,  all  winning  times 


will  be  records  and  will  go  into 
the  book  in  a listing  separate  from 
outdoor  marks. 

Several  of  the  events  boast 
star-studded  fields.  The  880,  for 
instance.  BYU’s  Steve  Bergeson 
won  the  outdoor  event  his  first 
two  tries.  UTEP  has  Greg  Jones, 
who  won  the  Times  Indoor  Games 
last  week  in  Los  Angeles  with 
1:54.2.  New  Mexico  has  Ericson 
and  freshman  Reid  Cole  who  had 
an  outdoor  1:53.2  last  year  in 
high  school. 

In  the  mUe,  Pearce  of  UTEP 
looks  good  but  must  beat  Chuck 
LaBenz  of  ASU  and  Wyoming’s 
Wayne  Jensen.  LaBenz  recorded 
the  WAC’s  best  time  last  year  in 
the  mile  — 3:58.4. 

The  Miners  and  Sun  Devils  show 
most  strength  in  the  60-yard  dash. 
UTEP  has  Clyde  Glosson  and 
Fray.  ASU  has  transfer  Doug 
Hawken  who  had  a 9.2  in  the 
hundred.
